Rev. Christian Groezinger, Assistant Pastor of the Shawmut Church, gave 
an address of welcome in place of Rev. A. A. Berle, D.D., the Pastor, who 
was on a trip to Washington, D.C., for the benefit of his health. 

Mr. Groezinger, in his address, referred to the Gvil War, and expressed 
pleai^ire at this opportunity of welcoming "patriotic women, because of 
the memorials of those times, and of the work being done throughout the 
State by the loyal women of the Commonwealth who maintain the true 
spirit of the great times of '61." He congratulated the Convention upon the 
large attendance at its first session, which is something remarkable, as in 
his experience the first session of a Convention is usually shmly attended. 
In closing, he said: "I welcome you to this great city in which many of you 
are citizens and with which you are aU acquainted. 

**It gives me pleasure, Mrs. President, to extend you the hospitality of 
this church." 

Mrs. Sawyer briefly responded to this address of welcome.

DEPARTMENT PRESIDENT. 



Members of the Thirty-first Annual Convention of the Department of Massa- 
chusetts, Wom^an's Relief Corps: 

When, fourteen months ago, the Department of Massachusetts selected 
me as its leader, I fully realized that with the honor came responsibihties, 
and with the pleasure also came manifold cares. 

In striving to maintain the standard of former years I appreciate the 
assistance given by every member. 

In, the beginning of the year I thought I would be able to visit each Corps 
in the Department, but as the months progressed I foimd that to be an 
impossibility. The President of the Department of Massachusetts has many 
other duties to perform, and the days are not of sufficient length to accom- 
plish all the plans and work desired. 

In presenting to you a review of the work that has been accomplished, 
I desire to say that the promise made to give to the cause my most earnest 
efforts has been fulfilled to the best of my ability. 

THE CONDITION OF THE DEPARTMENT 

Can be called excellent, with its 14,824 members and 173 Corps, the number 
on our roU January 1, 1910. There has been a total gain of 99 members 
through the year. It is with regret that we report the loss of one Corps, 
Alanson Hamilton No. 86, of West Brookfield. The Post to which the Corps 
was auxiliary gave up its hall and decided to hold its meetings at the homes 
of comrades; this discouraged the Corps and it voted to disband, there being 
but little interest in the conamunity; several of the members secured trans- 
fers and will unite with other Corps. 

The list of suspended members, as reported by Corps Secretaries Dec. 31, 
is large, and calls for special attention on the part of officers. 

It is encouraging, however, to note that one hundred Corps reported no 
suspensions for the quarter ending Dec. 31, 1909. I suggest that this matter 
be made a subject of special consideration by every Corps at some meeting

in the near future, with a view of adopting some method whereby the number 
of suspensions may be lessened. 

The report of the Department Secretary contains a detailed statement 
of the condition as far as can be given by statistics. 

FINANCES. 

The financial affairs of the Department of Massachusetts have been ably 
managed the past year by our businessUke, competent and conscientious 
Treasurer, Fannie M. Jones, who brought to the office the qualifications 
needed for an ideal treasurer. 

It was a difficult position to fill after seventeen years of such faithful 
service as was rendered by our loved leader, Sarah E. Fuller, who was 
familiar with every detail of the Order. 

The work of Mrs. Jones, who has spent many hours extra time at her 
desk each day, fully demonstrates her ability, as will be seen by the report 
of the Auditing Committee. 

The finances of the Department are in excellent condition with every 
outstanding bill paid. 

The amount on hand in the several funds Jan. 1, 1910, was $1,519.66, 
with no liabihties. 

DEPARTMENT RELIEF WORK. 

As the name of our organization indicates, it was founded upon the same 
principles that prompted loyal women in war times to bind up the wounds 
and care for the sick on fields and in hospitals — the principles of patriotism, 
of helpfulness, of relief. 

The same love of country, the same interest in those who defended it, 
and the desire to be of service have touched the "chords of sympathy'' in 
the hearts of over one hundred and fifty thousand women who are organized 
in these days of peace under the ties of the Woman's Relief Corps. As the 
oldest among the thirty-five Departments in the country and having nearly 
one-tenth of the entire membership, Massachusetts has ever been foremost 
and will, I believe, ever remain as the leader in the relief work of our Order. 

It has responded to calls of distress in distant parts of the country, as 
well as in our own State, when calamity or misfortune affected the homes or 
the interests of the Union soldier or his family. 

The past year has been a quiet one, free from any national. State or 
local disaster that called for special help, nevertheless the appeals for as- 
sistance in the local and Department work have been continuous and many 
worthy cases considered that have required time, thought and money on the 
part of the workers. 

In the early months of the year, anxiety was felt at Headquarters re- 
garding the fund at the disposal of the Department Relief Committee. The 
permanent cases on their list, such as the army nurses and soldiers' widows, 
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require several hundred dollars annually, and the two cases added by vote of 
the last Department Convention enlarged this to the amount of over two 
himdred dollars additional, while the sum at the disposal of the committee 
was very small. When the Department Council met in June, various plans 
were considered. That one never-failing source of income — a fair — was 
inadvisable, owing to the fact that a large miUtary bazar was held last 
year. 

After a full expression of ideas, two plans were adopted; one, of issuing 
to the County Associations a card, on which was printed a verse enclosed in 
An envelope. 

The eleven County Associations accepted this method of aiding the 
reUef fund and distributed the so-called "shoe envelopes'' in their meetings. 
The result was nearly two hundred dollars, received in sums ranging from 
two to twenty-five cents. 

The other plan adopted by the Coimcil was the authorizing of an appeal 
by the Department President to the Corps throughout the State. 

In this appeal I stated, "The Department ReUef Fund has conferred 
blessings upon many worthy applicants who could not otherwise receive the 
aid so much needed — apphcants representing various cities and towns. 
Some of the regular beneficiaries of this fund are among the worthiest class 
of people, and by the service they rendered in the great war for the Union 
are entitled to our assistance and gratitude." In response to this appeal 
several hundred dollars were contributed and the Department Relief Fund 
now has over nine hundred dollars to its credit. 

I cannot express too much gratitude to the faithful women who have 
made these results possible. 

As, however, this sum will not be sufficient for a year's continuous work, 
And funds for other objects will be needed, I offer 

Recommendation No. 1. That a fair be held during the coming year for 
the benefit of the Department ReUef Fund and for the other funds of the 
Department, as may be decided by the incoming Department Council, the 
conunittee to be appointed by the incoming President. 

I have presided at the four quarterly conference meetings of the Depart- 
ment ReUef Committee, where all cases have been thoughtfully considered. 
These meetings have been attended by the Committee, M. Susan Goodale, 
Chairman; Rebecca A. Pickett, Secretary; Marie C. Blake, Lydia P. HaU, 
Lucy L. Turner, S. Jennie TirreU, EUzabeth E. Hayward, Welthea E. 
Savery and Eleanore E. Brown, to whom I express sincere thanks for their 
services. They have been worthy representatives of this important part of 
the work. Regular meetings of the Committee have been held every Friday, 
when the Chairman and Secretary and other members have been present. 

Recommendation No, 2. That the sum of fifty doUars be presented M. 
Susan Goodale, Chairman of the Department Relief Committee, as a testi- 
monial for her faithful services the past year.

For weeks previous to May 30, the loyal-hearted members of our Order 
in Massachusetts plan and work with enthusiasm to assist Posts in the proper 
observance of Memorial Day. They gather "the choicest flowers of spring- 
time " to lay as 

"laurels upon the graves of the dead." 

They twine the evergreen into wreaths that are emblematical of undying 
honor. They weave designs of beauty from the wild flowers of the woods and 
valleys as expressive of their devotion, and with festoons of red, white and 
blue, and with flags, they decorate the monuments and the portraits of sol- 
dier heroes. 

This ever increasing work — for thousands are yearly added to the roll 
of that "vanishing army" — is undertaken by our members with loving 
reverence for the memory of the patriot dead, and with truest sentiments 
of regard for the Uving comrades so worthy of honor. 

That this work the past year was carried out in the broadest spirit of 
Fraternity, Charity and Loyalty is shown by the report of Ellen M. 
Steams, Department Chaplain. 

Liberal contributions were received for the Southern Memorial Day Fund, 
which is always remembered by our Department. 

It was voted at the last Department Convention that "there shall be 
placed upon the graves of Mrs. E. Florence Barker and Mrs. Lizabeth A. 
Turner, in Forestdale Cemetery, a laurel wreath with a red, white and blue 
ribbon attached, emblematical of the loyalty and patriotism of these two 
pioneers of the Woman's ReUef Corps." 

I appointed Mary E. Knowles, Past National Chaplain and Depart- 
ment Counselor, a committee to carry out this vote, and in company with 
Mrs. Groodale, Past Department President, this duty was lovingly performed. 



IN MEMORIAM. 
ANNIE M. WARNE, PAST DEPARTMENT PRESIDENT. 

During that memorable week of 1904, when hundreds of our members 
were engaged in planning and working for the success of the National Con- 
vention in Boston, there was one upon whom the burdens and responsibilities 
of that great occasion were heavy, one whose thoughts for months were how 
to sustain the credit of the mother Department when thousands of her sister 
workers would visit the borders of our city. 

As Department President during this busy year, Annie M. Warne, 
with that enthusiasm so characteristic of her, labored zealously and un- 
selfishly for the best good of the Order. 

Only words of praise were bestowed upon her when the arrangements were 
completed and the verdict given that Massachusetts as a hostess could not be 
excelled. 
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Mrs. Warne was born in Pittsburg, Pa., and was educated in the public 
and private schools of that city. As a schoolgirl she was interested in the 
soldiers and engaged in many helpful deeds for their benefit. Some years 
later she married Mr. Elbert M. Warne of Nevv^ York City, where they resided 
several years. In 1896 they moved to Waltham, Mass., where she was 
prominent in pubUc work. She had the distinction of being the first woman 
dentist registered in Massachusetts. 

Her special interests were with the Woman's Relief Corps, and in 1892 
and 1893 she served as President of F. P.H. Rogers Corps No. 25, of Waltham, 
declining a re-election ; she later, however, accepted the office of Secretary, 
in which position she served five years with efficiency. She was two years 
a member of the Department Relief Committee, one year Department In- 
stituting and InstaUing Officer (during which seven Corps were added to 
the Department) ; was two years a membeB of the Department Executive 
Board ; served one year as Department Junior Vice-President, and one year 
as Senior Vice-President of the Department, and February, 1904, was 
elected Department President, and the following year was appointed 
Counselor. She served several years as a delegate to National Convention 
previous to her election to the presidency in Massachusetts. 

She was noted for her executive abiUty, and for her earnestness in every- 
thing in which she was interested. She was a charter jnember of the Wal- 
tham Woman's Club and active in other societies. At the reception tendered 
upon her election to the office of Department President, the mayor of the 
city and other prominent citizens were present, testifjdng their esteem for 
her as one of their citizens. 

After an illness of about two years, during which time she received many 
flowers and other messages of love from our members, which were a great 
comfort in her days of suffering, she passed to the "higher life/' mourned 
by her soldier husband and others who were near to her, by the Post and 
Corps she loved so dearly, and by the entire city of Waltham, where she wa.s 
known and honored. 

In company with other Department officers and Past Department officers 
I attended her funeral, May 18, when more than one hundred members of 
Corps 25 placed their floral offering of love and memory in her casket. I 
issued General Orders as a tribute to her memory, and memorial services 
were held by the Corps throughout the State. I present 

Recommendation No. 3. That a picture of Mrs. Warne and a memorial 
page be printed in the Journal of this Convention as a tribute to her 
memory. 

Capt. George W. Creasey, Department Commander in 1881, and from 
that year officially connected with the Soldiers' Home until stricken with a 
fatal illness in April, 1904, passed to the higher life July 3, 1909. As a trustee, 
treasurer and superintendent of the home, he was well known to most of 
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our members, and was a friend to our Order. We extended our sympathy 
to his widow, who is a member of A. W. Bartiett Corps No. 26, of Newbury- 
port, and I present 

Recommendation No. 4. That a portrait and memorial page be inserted 
in our printed Journal, as a tribute to the memory of Past Department 
Commander Creasey. 

One of the successors to Capt. Creasey as Superintendent of the Soldiers' 
Home was Col. Charles E. Hapgood, also a brave soldier, who finished his 
life work while in the active discharge of his duties in September, 1909. 

To the Board of Trustees of the Home and to the Grand Army of the 
Republic we extend sympathy in the loss of these comrades and associates. 

Lucretia H. Wetherell, Department Special Aide, who for four years was^ 
a faithful member of the Department Relief Committee, and who attended 
the last Convention, as she had many previous ones, as a participant, was 
called to her reward September 16, 1909. 

The Department of Massachusetts unites with Corps 68 of Dorchester^ 
of which she was a Past President, in paying a loving tribute to her memory. 



ARMY NURSES. 

The brave women who compose the Massachusetts Army Nurses Asso- 
ciation are few in numbers, but as earnest as ever in their love for the cause. 
Mrs. Fanny T. Hazen, President, is Chaplain of Corps 2 of Cambridge, a 
position she has held several years, and the Secretary of the Association, 
Mrs. Margaret Hamilton, is Chaplain of Corps 69 of Wakefield, and has also 
served many years. A strong bond of sympathy exists between the members 
of the Woman's Rehef Corps and the army nurses of the Gvil War. One 
of their worthy members, Mrs. Mary.E. Daniels, of Maplewood, passed away 
October 1. 

SONS OF ALTERA NS*. 

I have had the pleasure of meeting many of the Sons of Veterans at our 
public gatherings, and always have found them interested in our Order. Di- 
vision Commander F. E. Warren, like his predecessors, is a staunch friend of 
the Woman's Relief Corps, and I extend my thanks to him and his associates 
for their loyalty, and my best wishes for the success of their organization. 

DAUGHTERS OF VETERANS. ^ 

The Daughters of Veterans have always responded whenever their ser- 
vices were needed in Woman's Relief Corps fairs or entertainments, and it 
was with pleasure that we accepted their invitation to have a table in their 
"Carnival of Nations" held in Boston last November. This table was in 
charge of Florence Haynes, Senior Vice-President ; Nellie F. Libbey, Junior

SOLDIERS HOME. 

Our members have taken an interest in this Home from the day it was 
first opened in 1881 to the present time, and their preisence has cheered the 
veterans on Powderhorn Hill. The entertainments planned by Corps and 
members, so varied and interesting in their character, are appreciated, and 
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with the articles contributed make the veterans feel that our members 
are their sincere friends. 

The Department Soldiers' Home Aides, Mary A. Landt, chairman, have 
given two interesting entertainments the past year. 

Many of the rooms in the Home have been furnished by ReUef Corps, 
and several Corps have recently given fifty dollars each for the permanent 
endowment of a bed in the new hospital. Some Corps have a standing 
committee on Soldiers' Home, the reports of which are an interesting feature 
of the meetings. 

In accordance with the vote of last Department Convention, I appointed 
a committee to purchase flowers for the hospital at Christmas, which were 
distributed the day before by Nellie F. Libbey, Chairman of the Committee, 
the other member I appointed being Mary L. Gilman, Past National President, 
to both of whom my thanks are due for their services. 

The contributions received from Corps for the holiday season were so 
Uberal that gifts were distributed to every man in the Woman's Relief Corps 
Dormitory and in the Department Rooms by Emilie L. W. Waterman, 
Past Department President, Chairman, and D. S. Davis, Past Depart- 
ment Senior Vice-President, Secretary of the Committee. A full account of 
the same will be given in the report of the Chairman. 

I have attended the three meetings of the Dormitory Committee held at 
Headquarters and, in compliance with action taken at the last Department 
Convention, all sums received for the Soldiers' Home not otherwise specified 
have been placed in the Dormitory Fund. 

BeUeving that only one, or possibly two meetings with the first five 
Department officers during the year are necessary, I offer 

Recommendation No. 0. That the action of the Thirtieth Department 
Convention whereby it was voted that ''The Soldiers' Home Dormitory 
Committee hold quarterly meetings, at which the Department President, 
Senior and Junior Vice-Presidents, Secretary and Treasurer shall be present, 
to confer as to the best methods of using the fund donated to the dormitory," 
be reconsidered, and that said meeting or meetings be held only when 
considered advisable by the Department President and Chairman of the 
Committee, after consultation together upon the subject. 

My thanks are due this Committee for their faithful interest, viz. : Emilie 
L. W. Waterman, Chairman; Delilah S. Davis, Secretary; Mary L. Gilman, 
Mary G. Deane and Mattie A. Denny. As fruit is always furnished the men 
in the Home at Christmas, it was not deemed advisable by the Superintendent 
of the Home for our Committee to purchase additional, and beheving that 
oiu" money can be expended to better advantage for the veterans there, I offer 

Recommendation No. 7. That the following vote of last Department 
Convention be reconsidered, viz. : "That the Christmas remembrances sent 
through the Department consist of fruit and flowers for the Hospital, and a 
gift for each man in the Dormitory and rooms 39, 40 and 41."

Althou^ this 
announcement was made in General Orders, there has not been an t^pli- 
cant for the position. This offer is undoubtedly still open and will be an 
excellent opportunity for some student. 



AA'DERSOXVILLE PRISON PROPERTY. 

More than usual interest has been taken in our Department in the work 
of improving the Andersonxille Prison property, our honored and lamented 
Past National President, L. A. Turner, whose memory is •cherished, 
having been for so many years chairman of the national board ha\'ing 
this matter in charge. 

Our Corps have liberally responded to the appeals for money in the 
past, and it is a matter of congratulation that Congress has adopted the 
l>ill to transfer the property to the Government in accordance with the 
offer of National Convention. 



PATRIOTIC WORK. 

The cause of patriotic education has made rapid progress during the past 
few years and is now an important branch of our work. 

In this, as in other matters pertaining to the advancement of patriotism, 
Massachusetts has taken an important part, and the presentation of flags to 
public schools, the distribution of literature, the giving of flag drills and 
other entertainments in which children are invited to participate, are regular 
features of our work. 

The observance of special days is also one of the means whereby the 
interest is maintained, and the public celebration of historic days and events 
is of great benefit. 

The ** Patriotic Flag Day Cards " have been appreciated and the calls for 
leaflets, etc., are increasing, as is shown by the interesting and detailed 
report of Miss Shute, Department Patriotic Instructor. 
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Recommendation No. 9. That a sum not exceeding fifty dollars be 
appropriated for the expenses of the Department Patriotic Instructor the 
ensuing year in promoting the work. 



OBSERVANCE OF McKINLEY DAY. 

January 29 was observed in a pleasant manner at Department Head- 
quarters by the Patriotic Aides, Nettie D. Hill, Chairman. 

A large picture of the martyred President was draped with the American 
flag, and there were elaborate decorations of flags and pinks in various parts 
of the room. The comrades of the Grand Army who were guests were each 
presented a carnation purchased by the Aides. A box of beautiful pinks 
was sent by Helen C. Mulford, one of the Aides. Department Com- 
mander J. L. Parker, Department Junior Vice-Commander Granville C. Fiske, 
Assistant Adjutant-General I. H. DeWolf, Colonel Hosley, President of the 
Grand Army Club of Massachusetts, Past Adjutant-General Gilman of the 
National Grand Army of the Republic were among* the comrades present. 
Mabelle H. Gooding, Department President of the Daughters of Veterans, 
representatives of the Sons of Veterans and of the Ladies' Auxiliary to the 
Sons of Veterans attended. Nearly all of the Department officers were 
present, also Past National President Mrs. Gilman and Past National 
Secretary Mrs. Going. Notwithstanding the hea\y rain, which continued 
incessantly all day, more than two hundred were present and all seemed to 
enjoy the occasion. Cake, coffee and confectionery were liberally served by 
the Department Patriotic Aides, to whom great credit is due for the success 
of the afternoon. 

The flags to be presented at the anniversary tomorrow evening were pur- 
chased from the fund raised for this purpose by my Patriotic Aides, the 
amount of their contributions being eighty-two dollars.

RECEPTION AND PRESENTATIONS. 

March 10 witnessed another occasion at Headquarters that was full of 
interest to the large number who attended. 

The Department Headquarters Aides, Ella J. Fuller, Chairman, tendered 
a reception which was desiQ:nated by them as an **at home,'' complimentary 
to the Department President. 

Again the Headfjuarters were tastefully decorated and official guests 
honored the occasion. 

Department Senior \'ice-Commander J. Willard Brown, Department

participated; also Sarah E. Fuller and Mary L. Gilman, Past National Presi- 
dents, and Eleanor B. Wheeler and Maria W. Going, Past National Secre- 
taries. 

A large and handsome bunting flag was presented to Headquarters by 
the special Aides in charge of the reception. Assistant Quartermaster- 
General Eldredge kindly making the presentation speech on their behalf. 

This gift is sincerely appreciated, as a flag was much needed at Head- 
quarters.

RECEPTIONS, ANNIVERSARIES, ETC. 

February 22, 1909, by invitation of Department Commander John L. 
Parker, a large number of officers and guests met at Grand Army Headquar- 
ters in the State House, and, after a social hour, under escort of the Depart- 
ment officers of the Grand Army of the Republic attended the public re- 
ception tendered by Governor Draper; the same courtesy was extended this 
year. 

I attended the pleasant reception to Department Senior Vice-President 
Florence Haynes by Corps 34 of Salem, and also that given in honor of Nellie 
F. Libbey, Department Junior Vice-President, by Corps 29 of Ljmn. These 
gatherings were largely attended, manifesting the esteem in which these 
officers are held in their respective Corps and conmiunities. 

The reception arranged for me by R. A. Peirce Post and Corps of New 
Bedford will always be remembered with great pleasure. To meet so many 
Corps members, including Department officers of the Woman's ReUef Corps 
and Grand Army of the Republic, and friends from other parts of the State, 
in one of the churches of my home city, was an assurance of respect and es- 
teem that cannot be easily forgotten; the flowers, music and decorations, 
the kind words of greeting and promises of assistance have been an inspira- 
tion to me throughout the year. 

The vote of Department Council of 1909, to tender a reception to Sarah E. 
Fuller, the retiring Department Treasurer, who for seventeen years had 
cared for the funds of our Department, was endorsed by the Convention. 
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Fannie M. Jones was chosen Chairman of the Committee, who, with Mrs. 
Wadsworth, Treasurer, Martha A. Jordan, Addie A. Nottage and myself, 
served as the Committee to carry out this vote. 

The reception was held in the hall of John A. Hawes Post 159, East 
Boston, and was a gathering expressive of the respect and honor due our 
grand and worthy leader. The sum which was presented Mrs. Fuller at 
that time was an offering of love from most of the Corps. Tributes of re- 
spect were paid by National President Mary L. Oilman, Department Com- 
mander John L. Parker, Secretary of State Wm. M. OHn, Past Department 
Commander John E. Oilman, also by Secretary Mary E. EUiot and Past 
Department President M. Susan Ooodale, both of whom have been closely 
associated with Mrs. Fuller in the work for more than twenty-five years. 

A beautiful poetical tribute, written by Department Sons of Veterans 
Commander J. Willard Brown, was effectively read by Assistant Adjutant- 
General Israel H. DeWolf, who also expressed his regard for Mrs. Fuller. 

Corps 3 of East Boston entertained in a hospitable manner. 

It was very pleasing to Mrs. Fuller to have present on this occasion her 
loved and esteemed pastor. Rev. Lewis B. Bates, who presented flowers from 
the Holy Land, and in his own charming manner paid his tribute of honor 
to one who for many years had looked up to him as pastor and friend. 

It was also a pleasure to attend the reception comphmentary to Mabelle H. 
Gooding, Department President of the Daughters of Veterans, given by the 
Daughters, and one by Corps 68 of Dorchester in honor of Susie F. Burton, 
Department Inspector, in which Post 68 participated and presented her a 
gift. 

I regret that I was unable to accept the invitation to be present at the re- 
ception given by the Sons of Veterans to Division Commander F. E. Warren, 
a previous engagement preventing. I detailed Mary A. Beal, Department 
Instituting and Installing Officer, knowing that our Department would be 
well represented by her. 

I have attended twenty-five anniversaries, including the thirtieth anni- 
versary of S. C. Lawrence Corps No. 5, of Medford, the fortieth of Post 111

A day never to be forgotten was that spent in Beverly, when the President 
of the United States re\iewed the Posts of Essex County Grand Army of the 
Republic; the President, Senior Vice-President, Junior Vice-President and 
Secretary of Department were guests of the Grand Army Association. A 
carriage was provided for us and other courtesies extended. The parade, in 
which nearly two thou^nd members of the Grand Army of the Republic 
participated, was a magnificent sight, which must have proven to President 
Taft that the spirit of the soldier of '61 to '65 still remains in the hearts 
of the veterans of the present day.

Willows, and also at its annual banquet last evening ; and of the Past Depart- 
ment Presidents' Association at the historic Royall House at Medford, when 
Sarah E. Fuller and M. Susan Goodale entertained in a most hospitable 
manner. 

One of the notable gatherings which I had the honor to attend was the 
annual reunion and banquet of the Union Ex-Prisoners of War Association 
at Salem, when Phil H. Sheridan Corps 34, under the able chairmanship of 
Florence Haynes, Department Senior Vice-President, entertained in a 
manner that eUcited the hearty appreciation of the Association and its 
guests. 

In company with the Department Secretary I was a guest of the Norfolk 
County Grand Army of the Republic Association at an excursion and dinner 
at Bass Point in June, and had the pleasure of attending the annual banquet 
of the Grand Army Club, December 16. 

I also represented the Department at the annual dinner and reception 
of the Blackmar Club in February of the present year, at the Revere House. 

I have attended ninety Corps meetings, including installations. 



NATIONAL CONVENTION. 

When planning for the trip to Salt Lake City we were confronted with the 
unusual experience of not having a sufficient number to fill one car, whereas 
in previous years there were two Woman's Relief Corps cars attached to 
the official Grand Army of the Republic train, and sometimes our party 
was so large that some of them w^ere assigned to a third car. 

Among the reasons for this is the long distance between Boston and 
Salt Lake City, and the fact that the trip would be made during the hottest 
part of the summer deterred many from taking the journey. 
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Another reason is that most of our delegates made their arrangements 
to travel under other auspices. 

Had it not been for the kindly interest of Department Commander Parker 
a,nd Assistant Adjutant-General DeWolf, who helped to fill our car and 
showed true loyalty to the Department Woman's Relief Corps, we could not 
have assumed the expense of a car.

Recommendation No. 10. That the thanks of this Convention be ex- 
tended Department Commander John L. Parker and Assistant Adjutant 
I. H. DeWolf, for their great assistance rendered in the plans for the trip 
to Salt Lake City. 

I also acknowledge the gifts of flowers, which brightened our journey, 
from Florence Haynes, Helen C. Mulford, Elizabeth E. Hayward, Dr. 
Millard, Medical Director, and Thomas J. Ames of the Department Council 
of Administrations, Grand Armj^ of the Republic, and Comrade Bickum 
of Amesbury, who also upon our return home sent us a beautiful floral 
design, made of flowers from Whittierland. 

We looked forward with more than usual interest to the Convention, 
owing to the fact that it would be presided over by our honored member, 
Mary L. Gilman, who, with the National Secretary, Maria W. Going, have 
always shown their loyalty to the Department of Massachusetts. We were 
proud of our National President, who commanded the respect of all by her 
dignity and gracious manner and abilities. 

Our delegates were faithful in their attendance and I was able to respond 
for a full delegation. I take this opportunity of thanking all for their 
promptness and attention to the business of the Convention. We are 
pleased at the election of Jennie I. Berry, of Iowa, as Mrs. Gilman's suc- 
cessor and are pleased to welcome her today as a worthy leader. 

The reception given by our Department was a great success and hundreds 
called to pay their respects to the old Bay State. 

The Headquarters room at the Kenyon was daintily decorated by Jennie 
Hubbard, Katherine Hubbard and Fannie E. Palmer, of the Reception 
Committee, who with Eleanore E. Brown, Addie S. Parker, Annie E. Reed 
and Rose J. Sibley performed excellent service as members of this Committee. 
They have my sincere thanks for their services. I also thank the Depart- 
ment of Illinois for placing its room at our disposal. We are indebted to 
C)ommander Parker for a carriage ride (in company with the Department 
Secretary and Treasurer) to Fort Douglas and oilier places of interest in the 
Salt Lake Valley, and to Col. George W. Nason, for the loan of flags in 
decorating. 

Also to the National President and- Secretary for platform tickets to the 
great camp-fire at the Mormon Temple, which was attended by an audience 
of ten thousand, and for a free excursion to the noted Saltair Beach. 

As we traveled to and from Salt Lake City, through cafions, over prairies 
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and mountains, we realized the vastness of our great country, and the value 
of the services rendered by the heroic men who saved the Union. 

The songs and speeches at the camp-fires on the train and the Sabbath 
services are among the pleasant memories of the trip.

The first days at Headquarters were very delightful ones ; many callers 
came to offer congratulations, among them the Department Commander 
and members of his staff, also Past National Junior Vice-Commander-in-

That when the last President of a Corps 
cannot attend the Department Convention, the next one who previously 
held the office of President be given a credential card: 

To explain this more fully I will state that my plan is this : If a President 
who retired from the chair at the close of 1909 cannot attend, the one who 
held the office in 1908 be authorized to serve, and if she is unable to attend 
a credential be issued to the next Past President who is able to attend, 
according to seniority of service.

One of the most pleasant observances of the year was the reception and 
testimonial tendered to Mrs. Fuller by the Department in her own Corps 
home in East Boston, and as Chairman I wish to thank all who responded so 
nobly to the call, helping to make the affair a grand success. What a debt 
of gratitude we owe to her, one of the pioneers of our Order, for the grand 
work she has done for the Woman's Relief Corps, not only in Massachusetts 
but for the National Order. 

The responses to the General Orders for donations to the Woman's Re- 
lief Corps table at Daughters of Veterans' Fair, Memorial Day in the South, 
Christmas gifts for the Soldiers' Home and Department Relief Fund have 
been most generous and deeply appreciated by the Department officers. 

A large portion of the Assistant Inspectors and Department Relief Com- 
mittee have donated their expenses to the Relief Fund, and I am sure the 
satisfaction of knowing that they have had a small part in assisting the 
veterans and their needy ones will fully compensate them for the generous 
act. 

It was my privilege to be one of the party on the trip to Salt Lake City, 
and although everything was done for us while there, and we rejoiced in the 
fact that the presiding officer of the National Convention was our own loved 
member Mrs. Oilman, the heat was so intense it took away a great deal 
of the pleasure. 

The scenery, especially on" the homeward trip, was something grand, and 
made an indelible impression on our minds. I desire to express appreciation 
for all the invitations received to attend receptions, anniversaries, County 
Associations, etc., and while the duties of the office prevented me from ac- 
cepting many of them, yet it is pleasant to be remembered, as I always 
enjoy the social part of our Order. 

I deem it a special favor and privilege to have installed the officers of 
Corps 69, Wakefield, Corps 128, Reading, Corps 147, Milton, Corps 172, 
Maiden, and to have acted as Conductor for our Department President iat 
Hyde Park, receiving gifts on each occasion, and was delightfully enter- 
tained, for which I tender heartfelt thanks. 

Two bright spots in the midst of our work were McKinley Day, given by 
the Department Patriotic Aides, and the reception tendered our Department 
President by the Headquarters Aides, each a gem in itself, and a credit to 
the ladies.

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REPORT OF DEPARTMENT CHAPLAIN.

Madam: In accordance with Rules and Regulations of the Woman's 
Relief Corps, I submit my report as Department Chaplain. The sacred duties 
of Memorial Day should endear its privileges to every member of our great 
organization. Each Corps Chaplain should be able to make her report correct, 
full and prompt. 

Every Corps in the Department reported. Some were prompt; as I 
received two on June 1, from Corps 36, Shrewsbuiy, and 128, Reading. On 
June 2 reports from the following Corps: 8, Middleboro; 13, Norwell; 40, 
Everett; 50, Peabody, 63, Roxbury; 66, East Cambridge; 67, Boston; 79, 
Brighton; 80, Westboro; 101, Winchendon; 125, Spencer; and 129, Pittsfield. 

There are two questions which I do not think correctly answered: No. 5, 
"What expense was incurred? '' No. 6, "Were refreshments provided for the 
Post?" Some report expenses borne by Corps, others, by Post and Corps, 
and by the town. I would like to call the attention of Corps Chaplains and 
Presidents to making the reports correct. This year a Corps reported 338 
graves decorated. Last year there were 250, an increase of 88 during the 
year. Another reported this year 580, last year 598 — ^8 less. Get the 
exact number of graves to 6e decorated days before Memorial Day. It 
does make a difference whether reports are carefully prepared or not.

There were present 2,496 members, 14 Department officers and 8 Past 
Department Presidents. 

All of the Assistant Inspectors were present at some one of the meetings 
and many of them attended several, showing their deep interest in the work 
of the Order and their desire to become thoroughly familiar with all its de- 
tails. There were representatives from the Departments of Vermont, New 
Hampshire and Rhode Island. 

The largest attendance was at Worcester, 213, and the smallest at 
Bourne, 59. 

Twenty-one Corps were not represented at any of these meetings. I do 
not know the reason why, but hope it was not from lack of interest. 
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I am sorry they could not have been present, for I feel they missed a 
great deal. 

The work was performed in an excellent manner by most of the Corps, 
some of them almost perfect, the others doing the very best they could, and 
I trust they were well repaid by the warm words of commendation given to 
them by the visitors present. I wish to extend to them, one and all, my 
sincere thanks for their willingness to assume the responsibilities of exem- 
plifying the work of our Order and for all the kindness which was extended 
tome. 

I heartily believe in the continuance of the exemplifications, for they 
are a great help to the incoming officers, and without them the Corps would 
become careless in their floor work, but I believe that a competent instructor 
should be sent to prepare the Corps for the exemplifications, so that the work 
may be performed in as nearly a perfect manner as possible. Many of the 
members attending have to come a long distance and are obliged to leave 
bsfore the Department Inspector has the time to make the corrections. 
Perhaps the very point they were in doubt about has been performed in- 
correctly and they go home and copy the mistakes. Believing that this 
would be a great benefit to the Corps, I offer this 

Recommendation. That an Instructor be sent to every Corps which is 
to exemplify the work. 

INSTRUCTIONS. 

As our Department President did not care to make any changes in the 
work, she did not think it advisable to have any new instructions printed 
this year. As many of the Corps had the copies that were sent out last 
year, and with about fifty that were turned over to us, we succeeded very 
well and saved the Department the extra expense. 

Many of our Corps are not called upon for relief and I am very glad they 
have no one in their neighborhood who is in need of assistance. 

To these Corps I would suggest they contribute a small sum each quarter 
to our Department Relief Fund, where it will help some old veteran or his 
dependent ones. 

INSPECTIONS. 

In the appointment of the Assistant Inspectors, your Department Presi- 
dent and Inspector made every effort to select those best fitted for the work, 
and I believe that every woman who served in that capacity tried to perform 
the duties of the office in a conscientious manner and to the ver}'' best of her 
ability. I extend to them my sincere thanks for the faithful performance 
of their duties, and especially to those who performed extra work owing to 
the resignation of otheis. To those who so generously donated their ex- 
pens3s to the Department Relief Fund I feel very grateful, for I know it 
is fully appreciated by all who are interested in this grand work. The 
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many kind letters received from them will always be treasured as pleasant 
memories, and the friendships formed during the year I trust will never be 
broken. 

The reports received from Assistant Inspectors, with but few exceptions, 
were very encouraging and show that the Corps of this grand old Department 
of Massachusetts are still keeping up an active interest in the noble work. 
This year's experience has taught me (as it has my predecessors) that 
the present system of sending as Assistant Inspector a President or Past 
President from one Corps to a neighboring Corps is not at all satisfactory 
to oiu* members. I believe that the Department officers, with a few of 
our brightest women who have been instructed by the Department In- 
spector, could perform this branch of our work with better results and a great 
deal more satisfaction to the Corps. 

My official work for the year is as follows: I have attended 2 Council 
meetings, was present at 19 exemphfications, inspected 11 Corps, installed 
the officers of Corps 7, Brockton, Corps 170, East Bridgewater, acted as Con- 
ductor for the Department Junior Vice-President at the installation of Corps 
169, Bridgewater, and have written over 300 letters and postals. 

I have been present at foiu* meetings of the Suffolk County Association, 
three of Norfolk County, one of Bristol County, and one of Plymouth County. 
It was my pleasure to attend the anniversary of Corps 28, and also of 
Corps 8, Middleboro. 

My last official duty as Department Inspector was to inspect the books of 
our Department Secretary and Treasurer at Headquarters. 

It is not only a pleasure but a great honor to report to the National In- 
spector that the Department of Massachusetts is in excellent condition. 

I wish to extend my sincere thanks for the many courtesies that have 
been extended to me, and also for the beautiful souvenirs that I have re- 
ceived. Whenever I look at them I am always reminded of the pleasant 
evening that I spent with that Corps. 

To Corps 68, of which I am a charter member, I am truly grateful for its 
kindness which prompted it to tender a reception to me ; to the members of 
Post 68 who presented me that evening with a beautiful vase, overflowing 
with their love and esteem, I extend my heartfelt thanks. It will long 
be remembered as one of the brightest spots in my hfe. 

To my associate officers in the Department I desire to express my loving 
thanks for all their encouraging words and for their kindness to me at all 
times, and I trust that the warm friendships formed this year will never be 
broken. 

To our dear Department President, Mrs. Sawyer, who honored me with 
the appointment of Inspector, I extend my loving thanks. We have spent 
many busy hours together and have traveled many miles, all of which I have 
enjoyed more than I can tell. The many little acts of kindness you have 
shown me will always remain in a grateful and loving heart. I have tried 
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to perform the duties of the office to the very best of my ability. If they 
have been acceptable and you t^an truly say well done, I shall be satisfied, 
and feel that I have earned the honor bestowed upon me.

Dear Madam: As the time for holding the Department Convention is 
very near, it becomes my duty as Department Patriotic Instructor to render 
an account of the work accomplished during my term of office. I fully 
appreciated the appointment to the office by our Department President, and 
knowing that in this, as in all other branches of our work, we were the banner 
Department, I entered on my work determined to do all possible to make 
the year as successful as those in the past.

REPORT OF DELEGATE-AT-LARGE. 



Reading, April 1, 1910. 
Mary E. Elliot,

Dear Madam: As Delegate-at-Large to the Twenty-seventh National 
Convention at Salt Lake City, Utah, I have the honor to render the following 
report : 

The official train, made up of three Pullman sleepers, one tourist and bag- 
gage car, left the North Station Thursday morning, August 5, at ten o'clock. 
It was the pleasure of your Delegate-at-Large to be a member of that happy 
party housed in the Hygeia. 

At the breaking of the day it seemed as though the heavens had opened 
and was pouring its entire supply of water upon us; but as the hour of de- 
parture approached the sim came out in all its glory, only to be taken from 
our sight soon after we left Boston. But although it was damp and dismal 
without, all was joy and happiness within. As we journeyed westward 
our numbers were increased by the delegates of the western part of the State. 
At Ayer, Comrade T. J. Ames of Post 53, Leominster, boarded the train and 
presented each lady with a box of cream mints, tastily gotten up and tied 
by a tricolored ribbon. 

At North Adams, Medical Director of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
Dr. Millard, presented Mrs. Sawyer, our Department President, with a 
beautiful bunch of sweet peas. 

We journeyed on, making a stop of five hours at Chicago, where we enjoyed 
a two hours' automobile ride through the parks and boulevards of that city, 
and then resuming passed through farming lands, grape vineyards, sage- 
brush Avith its prairie dogs, until Sunday morning found us in southern 
Wyoming. In the afternoon we gathered in the Headquarters car of the 
Woman's Relief Corps and spent a pleasant hour in song and words of cheer 
and patriotism. Remarks were made by Commander John L. Parker, De- 
partment President Elizabeth P. Sawyer, Junior Vice-Commander Granville 
Fiske, Past Department President Lue Stuart Wadsworth and others. 

We arrived at Salt Lake City, the Mormon Zion, at nine o'clock Sunday 
evening, nine hours ahead of our scheduled time. Knowing our rooms would 
not be ready for us, we remained in our cars till morning. The Department 
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of Massachusetts Woman's Relief Corps Headquarters was established at 
Hotel Kenyon, which hotel was also the Headquarters of the national organi- 
zation. 

The balance of the day was spent in visiting some of the points of inter- 
est, among which was the grave of Brigham Young, the Beehive and Lion 
house, in which it is said Brigham Young Uved with his sixteen wives and 
fifty-two children in perfect peace and harmony. 

We also visited the world-renowned Mormon Tabernacle, built by the 
Mormons, and in the construction of which not a single nail was used. The 
Tabernacle seats ten thousand people, and its acoustic properties are so 
perfect that a pin drop or a whisper can be heard from one end to the other, 
a distance of two hundred feet. Of the Mormon Temple we were obliged to 
content ourselves with an outward view, as only the purest of the pure of 
the Mormons themselves are permitted to enter its sacred precincts. A 
meeting of the delegates was held Tuesday morning, after which we again took 
up our sight-seeing; this time to Saltair Beach, where many of us for the first 
time gazed on Great Salt Jiake. 

Tuesday evening the grand camp-fire and semi-ofiicial meeting was 
held in the Tabernacle. Can the mind portray to one a more inspiring sight 
than to be seated upon the platform and look down into over ten thousand 
upturned faces? Upon the massive organ the star of Utah, with "Welcome, 
G.A.R.," blazed forth in red, white and blue electric lights. The entire dome 
of that great building was covered with what appeared to be one huge flag. 
Seated upon the platform were Commander-in-Chief Nevius, Governor Wm. 
Spry, Mayor Bransford, our own National President and National Secretary, 
and many other distinguished guests. The opening number of the program 
was by Held's Band of fifty pieces. Governor Spry, in a few eloquent words, 
tendered the welcome of the State. After the singing of the "Star Spangled 
Banner," Mayor Bransford tendered the welcome of the city, saying in his 
address: "My father wore the gray, his sword was raised for the stars and 
bars. He deemed the cause for which he fought not only just, but holy. 
But time has given demonstration that the weal of the South, as well as 
North, depended on the preservation of the Union, and time, affording retro- 
spective view and knowledge, has brought conviction that Providence, 
which stood beside our country's cradle, was guardian of her people's weal, 
when you men were fighting in a righteous cause, he for a cause mistaken. Ere 
death had placed its chilling seal upon his lips, he bade me know that he with 
me in fervent exclamation joined, 'Thank God, our country's flag, so beauti- 
ful, so loved, is waving over Sumter's battered walls, over North and 
South.'" At the close of his speech he presented to Commander Nevius a 
beautiful silk flag, made by the girls of the grammar schools and given to 
the Grand Army of the Republic by the twenty thousand boys and girls of 
Salt Lake public schools. 

A duet, "Larboard Watch," was sung by Comrades Chas. H. Taylor of 
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Chicago and John E. GUman of Boston. Senior Vice-Commander-in-Chief 
J. Kent Hamilton, at the requestof the Commander, responded to the words 
of welcome. 

Greetings were given by the other allied organizations present. 

A thin haze cooled the sun's rays sHghtly Wednesday morning when about 
fifty-five hundred veterans formed in line and marched over three and three- 
quarters miles of Salt Lake's magnificent streets, lavishly decorated, and 
passed a Hving flag, second to none except Boston. Over one hundred and 
fifty thousand viewed the parade, and cheered the marchers along their 
way. Massachusetts, seventy-five strong, headed by a band of twenty 
pieces from Park City, Utah^ marched, as always, with unbroken fines. 

Wednesday afternoon the open session of the Convention was called to 
order in the First Presbyterian Church at three o'clock, at which time the 
National President read her address. 

At its close Mrs. Going, National Secretary, in behalf of the National 
ofl&cers, presented Mrs. Gilman, National President, with a set of solid silver 
forks and butter spreaders; and Jennie I. Berry, Senior Aide, in behalf of 
the National Aides, presented to Mrs. Gilman a bouquet of pinks and roses, 
within which was concealed a diamond brooch and also a ten-dollar gold 
piece. 

Mary M. North, National Press Correspondent, in behalf of the officers of 
the official staff, presented to Mrs. Going a black handbag. The National 
President, Secretary and Treasurer were each presented a souvenir from 
the Corps of the Department of Utah, by Louise Winegar of that Department. 

The session closed with a memorial service for two National officers and 
seven army nurses. Wednesday evening many* of the Departments held 
receptions. Prominent among these was that of our own Department held 
in our Headquarters from 7.30 to 8.30. The Headquarters were beautifully 
decorated with flags and flowers under the direction of Jennie M. Hubbard 
of Brookline. In addition to the Department officers in the receiving line 
we were honored in having Department Commander Parker, National Presi- 
dent Mary L. Gilman and National Secretary Maria W. Going. 

At the close of the Massachusetts reception our Department President, 
Mrs. Sawyer, accompanied by the entire Massachusetts delegation, attended 
the reception to Commander-in-Chief Nevius at the Commercial Club. 

Thursday morning the business session of the Convention was called to 
order at nine o'clock. The report of the Committee on Increase of Widows' 
Pensions, and also the first recommendation in the address of the National 
President, ^Hhat the sum of one thousand dollars be presented to the Grand 
Army of the Republic to be placed in its permanent fund, " received early 
action by the Convention in order that the Committee on Greetings to the 
Grand Army might report the same to the Encampment. Jennie L. Jones, 
Chairman of the Woman's Citizens Committee, was introduced, and extended 
the greetings of that Committee and from the women of Salt Lake in general. 
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She then presented to the National President, Mrs. Gihnan, as a personal 
gift, a handsome gold decorated vase. 

The souvenir badge provided by the Citizens Committee was made of 
Utah copper, gold, silver and enamel, upon which was shown the sego lily, the 
State flower of Utah, and was presented to each delegate and Convention 
worker. 

The official badge of the Convention was the customary yellow ribbon, 
upon which was printed the figure of a Union soldier, with the inscripton, 
"For what he was, and all he dared, remember him today." 

The Massachusetts Department badge was of white silk, bearing a fac- 
simile of the Prospect Hill Tower, Somerville, Mass., and the words, "On 
this hill the Union Flag, with its thirteen stripes, the emblem of the United 
Colonies, first bade defiance to an enemy, January 1, 1776." 

The Department of Massachusetts was well remembered by the National 
President in her appointments of committees and assistants at Convention. 
Elizabeth P. Sawyer was a member of the Headquarters Reception Committee 
and on President's Address; Maria W. Going and Mary E. Elliot, on Cre- 
dential Committee. Miss Elliot was also on National Secretary's Report, 
Elizabeth Robbins Berry on Press Committee; Fannie M. Jones as Assistant 
National Secretary; Lue Stuart Wadsworth, on Instituting and Installing 
Officer's Report; Mary S. Langdon, on Andersonville Prison Board Report; 
Fannie E. Palmer, Greetings to Daughters of Veterans; Eleanore E. Brown, 
Platform Aide, and Mattie A. Jewett, on Information Committee. 

A nice luncheon was served during both days of Convention in the ban- 
quet hall of the church by the ladies of the church society. The roll-caJl 
preceding the election of officers in the afternoon showed every Massachusetts 
delegate present. This condition prevailed at every session of the Conven- 
tion, much to the gratification of our Department President. 

Belle C. Harris, Cora M. Davis of Oregon, and Jennie Iowa Berry of Iowa 
were nominated for the position of National President. 

Mrs. Davis withdrew her name. 

Mrs. Van Home, Department President of CaUfomia, announced that 
that Department had proposed to nominate Mary E. Hartwell of Los Angeles, 
but owing to the severe illness of Mrs. HartwelFs mother they would not 
place her in nomination at this time. The result of the ballot was as follows : 

Whole number of votes cast 303, of which Mrs. Berry received 213 and 
Mrs. Harris 90. 

Fannie D. W. Hardin of Colorado was elected Senior Vice-President, and 
Jennie L. Jones of Salt Lake City, Utah, as Junior Vice-President. 

Commander-in-Chief Van Sant was received and addressed the Convention 
in most eloquent words. 

The Committee on Greetings from the Grand Army of the RepubUc con- 
sisted of Comrades John C. Black of Illinois,Wilfred A. Wetherbee and John 
E. Gilman of Massachusetts. 
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Greetings were extended by each of these gentlemen, and during their 
visit our Department President, Mrs. Sawyer, presented Mrs. Oilman with 
two soUd silver tablespoons, as a token of the esteem of the Massachusetts 
delegation. 

All recommendations of the National President's Address were unani- 
mously endorsed, excepting number four, which was withdrawn. 

The newly elected officers were installed by Past National President 
Sarah D. Winans, assisted by Lena T. Ring of Iowa as Conductor, and the 
Color Bearers, one of whom was our Past Department President, Lue Stuart 
Wadsworth.

1. That all proposed amendments to Rules and Regulations, Ritual, Service 

Books, blanks, etc., be referred to the Standing Committee, as provided 
in Decision No. 15.

2. That there be added, in fine print, page 28, after the word "salute,'' the 

words, "dose the Bible. ^' 

3. That second paragraph from bottom of page 43 be changed to read: "As- 

sistant Conductor advances with Conductor^ replaces Bible, and waits at 
altar for Conductor, when both return to station. " 



Revision of Free Blanks. 

4. That the revisions of Forms A, B, C, D, E and F be referred to the Stand- 

ing Committee on Rules and Regulations. 

5. That a statistical, tabulated rep>ort, similar in character to that furnished 

by other National officers, be compiled by the National Patriotic In- 
structor. 

6. That blanks be issued for Corps and Department Press Correspondents, 

similar to those used by other National officers. 

Miscellaneous Decisions. 

7. That the Woman's Relief Corps approve the Pension Bill known as Senate 

7960, introduced by Senator P. J. McCumber, on behalf of soldiers' 
widows, which passed the Senate February 1, 1909, and earnestly petition 
the Grand Army of the Republic to do all in their power to secure the 
passage of this or a similar bill. 

8. That the thanks of the Woman's Relief Corps be and are hereby extended 

to Senator P. J. McCumber, for his able and uninterrupted efforts on 
behalf of widows' pensions. 
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9, Thai Kate Brownlee Sho^ood, Past Xatkmal President, oontinue as our 
representative before Congress, untO the woik of increafiing the peasicms 
of soldiers' widows, and reiDo\'ing the time limit, is oomj^eted. 

10. That the sum of one thousand dollars be presented the Grand Army of the 
lUfpubhc, to be placed in it^ vested fund. 

1 i. That the sum of one hundred dollars be subscribed toward the preservation 
of the Francis Scott Key Home, Washington, D.C. 

12. That the Proviaonal Department of Louisiana and Mississippi be abolished 

and that the colored Corps in the States of Louisana and Mississippi be 
organized into two separate Provisional Departments, the Presidents of 
each to be appointed by the National President and the other officers 
mentioned in Cliaptcr IV, Article IX, Section 1, Rules and Regulations, 
to be appointed by the Pro\isional Presidents with the approval of the 
National President. 

13. That the amount due from the Provisional Department of Louisiana and 

Mississippi be remitt^, and that necessary supplies for the reorganiza- 
tion of the two ProNOsional Departments of Louisiana and Mississippi be 
furnished them without charge. 

1 4 . That a committee of three be appointed to consider the question of Discipline 

with a view to revision and modification and report to the Twenty-eighth 
National Convention. 

15. That there be constituted a Standing Committee to be known as the Com- 

mittee on Rules and Regulations, to whom shall be referred all proposed 
changes and amendments to the Rules and Regulations, Ritual, Service 
Books, blanks, and all other forms used by authority of the National 
Convention. The members of such committee to be elected, one for one 
year, one for two years and one for three years, and annually thereafter, 
one for three years. 

16. Tliat the matter of formulating a "help-meet" for the information of 

National officers be referred to the Standing Committee on Rules and 
Regulations, and that they have full powers to compile and present copies 
of the same for the consideration of the Twenty-eighth National Convention. 

17. That National officers shall turn over to their successors all property and 

8ui)plie8 of the Order remaining in their hands within ten days after 
National Convention. 
IS. That General Orders No. 2,. issued by each National President, shall con- 
tain Decisions of National Convention, which comprise Amendments to 
our written work in the same style as General Orders No. 2, Series 1907 
and 1908. 

19. That the patriotic selections compiled by Eliza J. Crisler, when serving as 

National Patriotic Instructor, be used as a foundation, and a few selec- 
tions added thereto for a pamphlet to be furnished to Corps at cost. 

20. That patriotic literature be furnished Corps Patriotic Instructors so that 

they can comply with Questions 9, 10 and 11 on Form V. 

21. That the work of Committee on Prevention of Desecration of the Flag be 

heartily commended, and the committee be continued. 

22. That a committee of the Woman's Relief Corps be appointed on Transfer 

of Anderson ville Park, of which Past National President Kate E. Jones 
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shall continue to serve as Chairman; said committee to co-operate with 
a Uke committee appointed by the Grand Army. 

23. That five hmidred copies each of the Journals of the Sixth and Seventh 

National Conventions be reprinted, and that one hundred copies of 
Volume II, comprising the fifth, sixth and seventh National Journals, be 
bound in cloth, and distributed under the direction of the National 
President. 

24. That the members of the Woman's Relief Corps in Utah be privileged to 

attend to the sacred duty of requesting the War Department to remove 
the hitherto neglected remains of Union soldiers in their State to the 
nearest National Cemetery. 

25. That the usual testimonial of forty dollars be given to the retiring National 

President, Mary L. Oilman. 

26. That the retiring National Secretary, Maria W. Groing, be allowed the 

regular monthly salary for August. 

27. That the Christmas gift to needy Army Nurses be increased to twenty 

dollars. 

28. That the sum of twenty-five dollars be allowed the National Treasurer to 

purchase a desk for her use. 

29. That the flags used by Color Bearers during National Convention be pre- 

sented to them in appreciation of their beautiful work. 

30. That the sum of ten dollars be paid the Janitor of the Church for his services 

during National Convention. 

31. That the Department of Connecticut Woman's Relief Corps be allowed 

to unite with the "Connecticut Woman's Council of Education" that 
there may be concerted action in patriotic teaching in the schools through- 
out the State. 

Saturday was spent in sight-seeing, and at seven o'clock in the evening 
we turned our faces toward the old Bay State. Words are inadequate to 
portray the beautiful scenery as we traveled through and over the Rocky 
Mountains, through the Grand Canyon to Manitou, where we took side 
trips to Pike's Peak, Garden of the Gods, Cheyenne Falls, Williams Canyon, 
Cliff Dwellers, and that never-to-be-forgotten trip to Cripple Creek. We 
spent a day in sight-seeing at Denver, and a few hours at Chicago and a day 
at Niagara Falls. We left the last-named place Saturday evening and arrived 
in Boston Sunday noon. 

From Boston to Boston there was not a mishap. We had traveled fifty- 
five hundred miles without an accident of any sort, and with but one or two 
slight cases of sickness. Every one was highly pleased with their trip, and 
were thankful for the action of the Thirtieth Annual Department Convention 
which made them delegates to Salt Lake. 

It was a glorious trip, and I feel that the members of the Woman's Relief 
Corps who took part in it will join me in saying it was a trip never to be for- 
gotten. In closing, I desire to express my thanks for the honor conferred 
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upon me by making me the Delegate-at-Large. May we each and every one 
be true to our motto of Fraternity, Charity and Loyalty, and lose no oppor- 
tunity to advance its interests and be ready to do our part in cheering the 
lives of the Union veteran as long as he shall be with us.

At the first meeting of the Council held February 18, all unfinished busi- 
ness of the Convention was completed. At this time the Executive Board 
held a meeting and elected as Auditing Committee Marie J. Kendall, Carolyn 
R. Morse and Lefa M. Miller, and so reported to the Council. 

The second meeting was held June 23. At this meeting various plans 
were discussed for the purpose of raising money to replenish the Department 
ReUef Fund. It was not thought advisable to hold a fair or other event to 
call upon the Corps for assistance, but it was voted to have the ''shoe" 
envelopes distributed at the various County Association meetings, and 
perhaps realize a neat little sum from that source, and I feel that the plan 
has been very successful. 

At this meeting all the necessary arrangements were made for the National 
Convention at Salt Lake City. 

The third meeting was held March 15 for the purpose of making arrange- 
ments for the Department Convention. The members of the Executive 
Board report as follows. Mrs. Morse, the second member, reports: 

*'I started in the year with the thought of making this year's work even 
better than the preceding one in my efforts for the good of our Order, but 
very early in the year trouble came to me, in the Serious illness of my daugh- 
ter, and I was obliged to forego all thoughts of other work and care for her, — 
a care which has extended almost throughout the year.

Report of Department Relief Committee. 

Boston, April 6, 1910. 
Mrs, President and Members of the Thirty- first Annual Convention: 

The report of the Department Relief Committee, appointed by you in 
February, 1907, covers a period of thirteen months. To give a detailed 
explanation of the character of the work falling to the care of this Committee 
seems unnecessary, so generous and almost universal was the response to 
your appeal for contributions to the Department Relief Fund. "By their 
fruits ye shall know them," and we have evidence that sister members 
throughout the State are realizing that to many a worthy one in need much 
suffering would result were it not for this Headquarters Fund, estabhshed 
twenty years ago. 

If the Department withdrew its aid, in transporting the veteran, at 
times to relatives, oftener to Soldiers' Homes, he would certainly come to 
grief, as there is no other fund available for the purpose. To Assistant 
Adjutant-General Israel De Wolf, for care of this special part of the work, 
the Committee are greatly indebted. With sympathy and interest, he has 
generously given much time and strength to this service for his comrades. 

In quite a number of cases, I am happy to say a portion of the money 
thus advanced has been refunded. Seven beneficiaries receive monthly 
allowances from the fund. Two are army nurses, who have been assisted 
for many years. At Christmas they were each given a happy surprise by 
the arrival of a check for $20.00 from the National organization. There are 
two widows in whom we have been specially interested, so constantly in 
need of advice and guidance ; the Committee have deemed it unwise to give 
to them regular allowances. To remain in close touch with the Relief 
Committee is for their best welfare. Mrs. Mary E. Daniels, an army nurse, 
passed away October 1, 1909. Her death was sudden, owing to an accident. 
She had been a recipient of Department aid for nineteen years, Mrs. E. 
Florence Barker introducing her to the Committee. She was grateful for 
the assistance given, and in this way only was enabled to pass her decUning 
years in peace. The two special cases, Mrs. Josephine La Tour and Mrs. 
Amelia Fisher, have received careful attention during the year. At the 
time Mrs. La Tour's case was brought to the notice of Department, December 
11, 1907, she was expected to live but a few weeks. At a visit made to the 
hospital last week, her physical condition had not materially changed, but 
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mentally she is very weak, and the growth of cerebral tumor is increasing. 
Every month since December, 1907, Corps 109 of Brookline has contributed 
to Department Rehef Fund for this special case nearly seven dollars. Mrs. 
Amelia Fisher has changed her boarding place many times during the year, 
contrary to the advice of the Committee, who were satisfied of her good 
care in the first place. She could be happy in no other way, and is comfort- 
ably provided for still. 

The Chelsea Fire Fund, by vote of Convention kept intact for the rehef 
of Chelsea fire sufferers, has been depleted to the amount of $135.00, leaving 
a balance of $237.56. There are those who will suffer from that fire as long 
as Ufe shall last, for whose benefit this fund will be carefully guarded. 

Mrs. President, the story of intensely pitiful cases coming before the 
Committee for consideration would fill pages, but time in this Convention is 
of value, and I will simply say, your Committee are grateful for the 
appointment on so important a work, and I can assure you all have 
endeavored to do their duty.

Mrs. President and Members of the Thirty-first Annual Convention: 

The Committee to which the report of the Department Inspector has 
been referred has the honor to report as follows : 

The report shows that the Department is fortunate in having had an 
Inspector who had been tried and not found wanting. 

The work devolving upon an Inspector is most important and exacting. 
The compiling of so many statistics requires patience, ability and courage, 
all of which are evident in the report submitted to us, and we feel sure that 
our Department Inspector has been faithful and loyal to her trust. Unfortu- 
nately, on account of requirements of the National organization, the report 
may be classed as "ancient history," as it covers the time from August 31, 
1908, to August 31, 1909, therefore is not quite up to date. 

The comparative statement between the two years 1908 and 1909 shows 
that there is more money in both General and Relief Funds, not as much 
expended for relief, but more turned over to Posts, and expended for patriotic 
work in 1909 than in 1908. 
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Two Corps have expended for relief over $200, and eleven Corps over 
$100. There have been turned over to Posts by ten Corps over $200, by 
fifteen Corps over $100, and by thirty Corps over $50.00. 

The general condition of the Corps appears to be good ; average attendance 
of officers good, when we consider that in small Corps it requires nearly the 
entire membership to fill the offices. 

We indorse her approval of the continuance of the exemplifications. 
They appear to have been fairly attended. 

We most heartily approve of the adoption of the recommendation pre- 
sented in the report, viz., that an Instructor be sent to each Corps which 
is to exemplify the work. 

We feel sure that the purpose for which these exemplifications are given 
will be much more effective if more nearly perfected work is performed. 

We endorse the suggestion that Corps having few calls for rehef should 
contribute each quarter a small sum to the Department Rehef Fund. The 
official visits mentioned show that even though the work may have been 
somewhat strenuous, she has been able to enjoy some of the pleasures which 
a faithful and conscientious officer of our Department deserves, and we 
extend to our Department Inspector hearty tiianks and best wishes for 
many years of continued service.

As Chairman of Committee in charge of the Department Woman's 
Relief Corps Dormitory at the Soldiers' Home I have the honor to render 
the following report : 

At the first meeting called after last Convention, Delilah S. Davis was 
chosen Secretary, and has attended to the duties faithfully. 

Three meetings have been held. 

At the December meeting arrangements were made to carry out the 
vote of last Convention in regard to Christmas gifts. It was not an easy 
task to decide what could be obtained, and at the same time be suitable, 
for the price mentioned. Cigars, three for each of the men who smoked; 
handkerchiefs and bows for those who did not smoke, in the Dormitory and 
Department Rooms Nos. 39, 41 and 43 were purchased; also three hundred 
pinks for the hospital, but no fruit, as Superintendent informed us they had 
plenty of that for every man who could eat it, which was donated by the 
Sewing Circle of Everett Corps. Subscriptions were renewed for four 
magazines, Collier* s Weekly and the National Tribune for the Dormitory 
for 1910.

Answer. It is not obligatory, but a Corps can vote to do so. 

Question 5. Can an elected officer be elected to another office without 
first resigning from the one she now holds? 

Answer. She can, but must resign from the first office before being 
installed into another one, except in the case of the annual election. 

Question 6. Is it right for a Corps to have the following By-Law : " In 
case of sickness or death, the Relief Committee, if out of funds, may draw 
five dollars without a vote of Corps to give to a member of the Corps, but 
not to a veteran or soldier's widow, if either is not connected with Post or 
Corps"? 

Answer. Our Order was organized for the relief of veterans and their 
dependent ones, and the relief fund is for their use only. Any Corps working 
under such a By-Law should expunge it from their code of By-Laws. 
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Question 7. Is it in the province of a Department Assistant Inspector 
to demand to see the bank book of a Corps? 

Answer, Certainly not. The duty of an Inspector is to ascertain if the 
work of a Corps is properly performed, and the books of Secretary and 
Treasurer correctly kept. She has nothing to do with the finances of the 
Corps. 

Questions. €an an Auditing Committee report books, vouchers, etc., 
as examined and correct, if the Corps Treasurer refuses to produce the 
bank book of the Corps? Is not the bank book a voucher for the money it 
represents? 

Answer. They cannot. The bank book is a voucher for money deposited, 
and must be examined by Committee. 

Question 9. The Corps Treasurer orders and receives application 
blanks; shall she turn them over to Corps Secretary or shall she keep them 
and distribute to members, when called for? 

Answer, While the Treasurer is responsible for the property of the 
Corps, applications for membership, discharge and transfer cards are usually 
in the keeping of the Secretary. 

Question 10. In case a President resigns, who will be the officer to serve 
at Department Convention? 

Answer. If a new President is not elected before Convention the Senior 
Vice-President, if able, if not, the Junior Vice, serves in place of President. 

Question 11. A lady desires to join a Corps by transfer, and is accepted; 
on accoimt of ill health, she asks and receives a dispensation. Without the 
knowledge or consent of the Corps, the President, after consulting with 
Department President, initiates the lady at her own home. Is her initiation 
lawful? 

Answer. The lady, having been elected to membership by vote of Corps, 
in accordance with Rules and Regulations, the President had the authority 
to obligate the lady at her home under the circumstances, and her action 
was legal. 

Question 12. A member of a Corps who is in good standing will not go 
to her President to get the password, but visits another Corps, and is vouched 
for by a member of her own Corps. Has that person a right to do that, 
knowing the circumstances? 

Answer, She has no right to vouch for a member of the Order who 
will not comply with the requirements of our Order. All members must 
receive passwords from their Presidents.

PUBLIC RECEPTION AND ANNIVERSARY 



THURSDAY EVENING. 

The public exercises and reception in the evening, immediately following 
the close of Convention, commemorated the Thirty-first Anniversary of 
the Department of Massachusetts, Woman's ReUef Corps, and attracted a 
large audience to the Shawmut Church, every seat of which was filled before 
eight o'clock. The preliminary exercises consisted of an organ recital by 
Mr. Percy L. Bryning, organist of the church, and music by the Chaminade 
Ladies' Orchestra, under the direction of Mrs. Georgie F. Merchant. 

The Reception Committee, led by the Color Bearers, escorted to the 
platform EUzabeth P. Sawyer, the retiring Department President and 
presiding officer; Gen. Samuel R. Van Sant, Commander-in-Chief of the 
Grand Army of the RepubUc, and members of his staff; Jennie Iowa Berry, 
National President; Sarah E. Fuller, Life Member National Executive 
Board; Clara L. Lake, a member of the National Executive Board; Depart- 
ment Commander J. Willard Brown, and members of his staff; Florence 
Haynes, Department President, and Associate Department officers; also, 
the retiring Department officers; Mr. G. Walter Williams, Head Master 
New Bedford High School; Mr. Men F. Wood, Principal of the Fifth Street 
School of New Bedford ; the Associate Pastor of the church and other guests, 
including Division Senior Vice-Commander J. Frank White of the Sons of 
Veterans, Past Division Commander Warren of the Sons of Veterans, and 
Mabelle H. Gooding, the retiring Division President of the Daughters of 
Veterans. 

Mary L. Gilman, Past National President, Maria W. Going, Past National 
Secretary, and Past Department Presidents were escorted to seats reserved 
for them. 

Edna Mecuen, Chairman of the Committee of Arrangements, introduced 
Mrs. Sawyer as the presiding officer of the evening, who, in a pleasing manner, 
extended greetings to the members of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
to the Woman's Rehef Corps, the Sons of Veterans, the Daughters of 
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Veterans and other friends present, and referred to the patriotic work 
represented by these organizations. 

Miss Mecuen, on behalf of the Headquarters Department Aides, presented 
Mrs. Sawyer a beautiful bouquet of flowers, the recipient expressing her 
appreciation of this and other courtesies extended by the Headquarters 
Aides. 

The Rev. Christian Groezinger, assistant pastor of the Shawmut Church, 
was the first speaker; he extended a cordial welcome, and on behalf of Rev. 
Dr. A. A. Berle, pastor, expressed pleasure that the Convention and this 
public gathering were held in this edifice. He gave a brief patriotic address, 
after which there was a reading by Miss Adelaide Florence Chase. 

General Van Sant, Commander-in-Chief, was accorded an enthusiastic 
welcome as he responded to an introduction, and his earnest address was 
received with hearty applause. 

The orchestra rendered "The American Fantasia." 

Mrs. Berry, National President, was next introduced and was cordially 
greeted by the audience. She responded in a graceful manner, and compli- 
mented the work of the Department of Massachusetts, saying she had 
enjoyed the privilege of attending the Convention, which had been conducted 
in a spirit of harmony and zealous interest. 

Miss Anna H. B. English, soloist, was greeted with an encore and her 
songs elicited the heartiest applause. 

The Reception to the Colors was a brilhant feature of the program, 
and the scene, as the Department Patriotic Aides (each with a small silk 
flag) escorted Nettie D. Hill, their Chairman, and Lydia Phinney (both 
of whom carried a large silk United States flag), was indeed an inspiration! 
The two large regulation flags and the twenty-four smaller ones were pre- 
sented to the Department Woman's Relief Corps by the Patriotic Aides, 
who piirchased them for the New Bedford schools as a compliment to Mrs. 
Sawyer (a resident of that city), on whose staff they had served the past 
year. 

Mary E. Knowles, Past National Chaplain and a Past Department 
President, who had been invited to make the presentation addresses, pre- 
sented one of the large flags to Mr. Allen F. Wood, principal of the Fifth 
Street School of New Bedford. She eloquently alluded to this emblem of 
the Union in defence of which many brave men had suffered and died on 
numerous battlefields. Mrs. Knowles referred to the fact that on May 11, 
1861, the Fifth Street School of the city of New Bedford raised the first 
flag over a school building, and had ever since made its use a permanent 
feature and taught its pupils to respect it. 

She was proud to present on behalf of the Department of Massachusetts, 
Woman's Relief Corps, this beautiful banner to a school that has the distinc- 
tion of being the first in the country to imfurl the Union flag over a school- 
house. 
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Mr. Wood, the principal, addressing Mrs. Knowles, accepted the gift 
with an expression of gratitude, assuring her, and also Mrs. Sawyer, an 
honored resident of his city, that it would be a,ppreciated by the teachers 
and pupils. He referred at length to the historic associations of the school 
he represented, the following interesting facts being included in his address: 
On May 11, 1861, just eight months after the dedication of the school build- 
ing, the public flag-raising, with an elaborate program, was an event that 
has since become historic. The exercises were held in the school yard, and 
were attended by the pupils, teachers and the public; there were speeches 
by prominent citizens and patriotic songs by the scholars, and this school 
maintained a patriotic spirit throughout the four years of the war. This 
flag was raised as "a signal of rejoicing" after the announcement of each 
Union victory. At the close of the war the flag was replaced by another, 
as the old one was unfit for further use. The second flag was raised July 4, 
1865, and was carried in a procession which was a part of the grand cele- 
bration arranged in New Bedford over the victories of the Union army. 
The school has since been the proud possessor of several flags. 

Mr. Wood further said: **To connect our children closely with the flag 
and all it represents, we frequently ask them in the presence of the flag to 
make a pledge and they wiUingly do it. The pledge is as follows : *I pledge 
allegiance to my flag and the republic for which it stands, one nation, in- 
divisible, with liberty and justice for all.' We also explain the origin and 
meaning of the flag, and seek by frequent addresses to keep the children 
informed and interested in the most important public acts of our govern- 
ment. The flag is always in sight and is so frequently alluded to by the 
different teachers that there is scarcely a day when it does not from one 
cause or another enter the thought of every pupil, and, we hope, elevate it. 
When this latest gift to the school is seen by the pupils they will cheer it, 
and in their hearts appreciate the generosity and patriotism of the Woman's 
Relief Ck)rps of Massachusetts." 

Mrs. Knowles then presented to Mr. G. Walter Williams, head master of 
the New Bedford High School, a United States silk flag, the same as that 
given the Fifth Street School, her earnest and eloquent address being listened 
to with the deepest interest by the large audience. Mr. WiUiams responded 
as follows : 

"Mrs. Knowles, Mrs. President, Officers and Members of the Massa- 
chusetts Department Woman's Relief Ck)rps, it gives me great 
pleasure to accept from you on behalf of the New Bedford High School this 
beautiful banner. I am aware that it has been your custom for many years 
to present a flag each year to some high school of this Commonwealth. I 
have no doubt that all of these schools have shown their appreciation of 
your gift, but I assure you that no high school has received the flag with 
more pleasure and honor than the high school of New Bedford. 

"This emblem of our coimtry will be respected and honored by the teachers 
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and pupils of the New Bedford High School in a manner worthy of the school, 
the city, and the State. No high school can do more. 

**It is a happy coincidence that during this week a picture of Francis 
Scott Key, the author of our national song, 'The Star Spangled Banner,' 
should also be presented to the school. It was received in this way: It is 
the practice of our senior class to go to Washington each spring to see our 
Capital. One of the trips we took was to the National Cemetery in Arhngton. 
On the way there, we stopped at the old home of Francis Scott Key. The 
man in charge of the home showed us the historic rehcs, and said that an 
association was sohciting subscriptions to buy the house as a national 
memorial to the author of The Star Spangled Banner.' He gave us a long 
subscription list and said that if the school subscribed for the total amount 
named, the association would present to the school a beautiful engraving of 
Francis Scott Key. We took the subscription blank, and went on our way 
to Arlington. While viewing the graves of our country's noble dead, the 
members of our party were in\ited to sign the subscription list. In a short 
time the total amount was subscribed and paid. On the way back to Wash- 
ington, I stepped into the Key home and presented my list and the money. 
The person in charge said in surprise, 'Already!' I said, 'Yes.' 'That is the 
kind of patriotism that counts,' said he. 'That is a Massachusetts school,' 
said I. The next day the picture was delivered at our hotel. It is now in 
our school. That picture and the beautiful banner you have so kindly 
presented to us tonight shall have places of honor in our school, where I 
trust they will inspire our yoimg men and young women to grow to noble, 
patriotic American citizens. 

"In behalf of the New Bedford High School, I again thank you most 
heartily for this beautiful flag of our country. " 

" The Star Spangled Banner " was then beautifully sung by Miss Anna 
H. B. English, during which the flags were waved from the platform and a 
group of young ladies in costume illustrated the song with graceful move- 
ments, this striking feature, "The Flag Pantomime," being in charge of 
Mrs. Carrie E. Duston of the committee. 

The flags which were borne by the Patriotic Aides were also purchased 
with money raised through their efforts, and were later presented to several 
of the public schools in New Bedford. 

After another selection by the orchestra and reading by Miss Chase, 
Department Commander J. Willard Brown was introduced and cordially 
greeted. He compUmented the work of Mrs. Sawyer, who had conducted a 
successful administration, and endorsed the Woman's ReUef Corps which is 
accomplishing a magnificent work for the Grand Army of the Republic. 
As the newly elected Conmiander of the Department of Massachusetts, he 
assured the members of this patriotic band of women that he appreciated 
their efforts and expected to attend, as in the past, their pubUc occasions 
and officially commend their work. 
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Florence Haynes, who was also cordially greeted as the newly installed 
Department President, in a gracious and dignified manner pledged to the 
Department Commander the loyal support of the nearly fifteen thousand 
members whom she represented, who would respond to any call that would 
advance the interests of the Grand Army of the Repubhc. 

Mrs. Sawyer referred to the next speaker as one whom we hoped to 
have the pleasure of introducing after the next National Encampment, as 
'^our Commander-in-Chief," Comrade John E. Oilman, a firm friend of the 
Woman's Relief Corps. 

Past Department Commander Oilman was enthusiastically received and 
after a brief address, in which he eulogized the patriotic women whose services 
are so valuable to the cause of philanthropy and patriotism, recited, by 
request, "My Comrade and I." This beautiful and original poem was im- 
pressively rendered and was one of the most interesting parts of the pro- 
gram. 

The Bugle Call by Miss Orace Dean, echoed from the balcony by Miss 
Frances Mont, was also a feature of great interest. 

Past Department Commander Parker briefly responded, referring to the 
pleasant relations of the two organizations during the fourteen months of 
his administration just closed. He expressed his faith in the Woman's 
Relief Corps, and testified to its faithful work. Captain Parker pleasantly 
alluded to the experiences of the past year's administrations and assured 
his hearers that he appreciated the service^rendered by the loyal women 
who had served under the leadership of Mrs. Sawyer during the nearly 
fourteen months of her administration. 

The Sons of Veterans were represented by Past Division Commander 
Warren, who had proved a true friend the past year in his official relations 
with the Woman's Rehef Corps of Massachusetts. Mabelle H. Gooding, a 
member of our Order, responded as the retiring Department President of 
the Daughters of Veterans, referring in a pleasing manner to the cordial 
friendship between the Woman's Rehef Corps and the Daughters, whose 
interests are mutual. 

The evening gathering, which was an occasion of great interest through- 
out, and one of the best anniversary observances ever held, closed about 
10.30 o'clock.

I. An invitation having been extended by the Department Com- 
mander for the Representatives of the Woman's Relief Corps to travel to the 
National Convention at Salt Lake City on the Grand Army of the Republic Head- 
quarters train, one car has been assigned the Department of Massachusetts, 
W.R.C. 

This official train will leave the North Station, Boston, Thursday, August 5, 
at ten o'clock a.m., and stops will be made at Ayer, Fitchburg, Gardner, 
Athol, Greenfield, Shelbume Falls and North Adams. 

According to the itinerary arranged by the Transportation Committee of the 
^Department, G.A.R., "the route to Salt Lake will be over the B. & M. to Rotter- 
dam Junction; West Shore R.R. to Buffalo; Nickel Plate to Chicago (where a 
stop of five and a half hours will be made); Northwestern to Omaha; and Union 
Pacific to Salt Lake. A representative of each of the five railroads will accom- 
pany the party through their several sections of the journey and see to it that 
connections are properly made, and the train service what it should be. Every 
attention will be paid to the comfort of the tourists, and the reputation of the 
Department in this regard will be fully sustained/'

General Orders, 
No. 8. 



I. Announcement is hereby made that, in accordance with the Rules 
and Regulations of the Order, the annual election of Corps officers must be held 
at the first regular meeting in December. If, however, it is impossible to con- 
clude the election at the first meeting, a special meeting may be called, when 
the election must be concluded. 

II. Every Corps is entitled to representation in the Department 
Convention by its President, or in her absence by the Senior Vice-President. 
In case both these officers cannot attend, the Junior Vice-President has the right 
to represent the Corps, 

The number of representatives to be elected is one delegate and one alternate 
for every sixty members reported in good standing September 30, 1909, and one 
additional delegate and alternate for a fraction over one-half that number. A 
Corps having ninety members on the date named is only entitled to one, but a 
Corps having a membership of ninety-one can elect two delegates and two al- 
ternates. 

Members six months in arrears for dues are not entitled to vote or to 
hold office. 
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In reporting the last Past President (who will be entitled to a vote in Con- 
vention), give name of the one who last retired from that office. If a Corps 
President of 1909 is re-elected for 1910^ the name of the one who immediately 
preceded her should be given. 

Every Corps is entitled to one delegate and one alternate, even if its member- 
ship is less than sixty. 

III. Form L, Corps Election Returns, are forwarded with these General 
Orders, both copies of which must be given to the Installing Officer on the night 
of installation. Too much care cannot be taken to insure the correctness of 
these returns, which must be filled out by the retiring Secretary, and "attested 
by the retiring President and Installing Officer on the inside fold, and approved 
on the outside fold by the newly installed President." 

In writing date of meetings do not state p.m., but designate plainly whether 
afternoon or evening. The given name of officers should be stated, and not 
simply initials. 

The Election Certificate enclosed should be mailed to Department Secretary 
immediately after the election. The roll-call of Department Convention, mailing 
list, and Roster are compiled from the information given on enclosed blanks, and 
it is of great importance that they be made out correctly. 

IV. The newly elected Corps officers have charge of the arrangements 
for their installation, which, when completed, should be sent to the Department 
Secretary, giving full name and address of the Installing Officer selected. 

Invitations received for a joint installation from a Post to which a Corps 
is auxiliary should be accepted. Public installations, or services conducted with 
the Sons of Veterans, or the Daughters of Veterans, are also recommended where 
practicable, and the ceremony of installation should be conducted in a manner 
worthy of the Order. A detail from Department Headquarters is not necessary 
for a member chosen to perform the service.

I. The Thirty-first Annual Convention of the Department of Massa- 
chusetts, Woman's Rehef Corps, will be held in the Shawmut Congregational 
Church, comer Tremont and West Brookline Streets, Boston, Wednesday and 
Thursday, April 6 and 7, 1910. 

The Convention will be called to order promptly at 10 o'clock a.m. , Wednesday, 
April 6, and it is hoped that representatives will be in their seats at that hour. 

Rev. A. A. Berle, pastor of the church, will give a brief address of welcome. 

II. The Tremont Street surface cars pass the church. Members going 
by the Washington Street Tunnel (Elevated R.R.) can leave the train at Dover 
Street station, obtain a transfer for a surface car that passes the comer of Wash- 
ington and West Brookline Streets, which stop is within two minutes' walk of 
the church. 

III. Credential Cards for all ofl&cers and members entitled to vote in 
the Convention will be mailed on or before March 8. Corps Presidents are 
instructed to distribute the credentials to their respective delegates. Care 
should be taken to write plainly on the Credential Card the name of the one 
who will serve in case of a vacancy.

To Corps Presidents and Corps Patriotic Instructors: 

Fully realizing the importance of the work connected with my ofl&ce, and 
appreciating the honor conferred upon me by our Department President, Mrs. 
Sawyer, in appointing me Department Patriotic Instructor, I assume the duties 
assigned me, and ask the hearty cooperation of every Corps Patriotic Instructor 
that the work accomphshed this year may be fully equal to the standard 
of other years. Let us encourage the public observance of all national anni- 
versaries, especially May 30, Memorial Day. Try to interest the children and 
arrange if possible short programs appropriate to the day, that they may be 
taught to respect and hold sacred this one day as devoted to those dead 
heroes who, in their country's need, even gave life itself to preserve a united 
country and one flag over all. 

Following closely comes Flag Day, June 14, celebrating the birth of "Old 
Glory." Let us, as Corps members, display the flag on that day, that the children 
may know we love and honor it, and fully realize what it has cost to make it 
honored and respected all over the world. Endeavor to interest the school- 
teachers in patriotic work, that the "Salute to the Flag" may become a part of 
the opening exercises in the schools in all grades. Place a copy of the "Origin 
and History of the Stars and Stripes" in every schoolroom, and if possible intro- 
duce the use of the Patriotic Primer. Furnish flags wherever needed. 
Arrange short programs for open meetings, inviting the veterans and young 
people, and have the veterans relate their personal experiences, that in the 
hearing the children may realize what the flag has cost, and that it has been made 
the "One Flag," above all others, by the loyalty and bravery of our "boys in 
blue." I would also suggest arranging for patriotic contests, offering a prize 
for the best patriotic paper or recitation. Other days to receive special attention 
are the birthdays of McKinley, Lincoln and Washington, Patriots' Day, Peace 
and Arbitration Day, Woman's Relief Corps Day and Gtizens' Sunday. 

Leaflets giving programs for Memorial Day and Flag Day, Reception of Colors, 
Salute to the Flag, also a card giving all Patriotic Flag Days in this State will be 
furnished free to Corps Patriotic Instructors on application. I hope to attend 
many of the County Association meetings, and in that way meet with the Corps 
Patriotic Instructors. Will Corps Presidents forward to me at once the name 
and address of their Patriotic Instructor? Corps Presidents should see that 
Form V is correctly filled out (questions 1 to 6 and 10 and 11 in figures) and 
one copy forwarded to Department Patriotic Instructor, not later than June 1. 
That Corps may have full credit for special work done during the year. Instructors 
should forward with Form V a letter giving details of such work. Let us work 
together that this year, the centennial year of the birth of Abraham Lincoln,

Dear Sir: In compliance with your request I herewith send you blank appli- 
cation for Charter and some instructions and suggestions for your guidance in 
the formation of a Woman's Relief Corps. 

I. Rules and Regulations requiring that the Application for Charter 
(see Chap. II, Art. I, Sect. 1) must be signed by the Post Commander, it is 
expected that the Commander will submit this question to the Post at a regular 
meeting, previous notice of such contemplated action having been given; and a 
majority vote of the Post being favorable to the formation of the Corps, the 
Commander will sign the Apphcation. 

II. The Charter fee of five dollars ($5.00) must in all cases accompany 
the Apphcation for Charter. 

III. The signatures of the ladies on the Application must be in their 
own handwriting, and their own Christian name, as, Mary B. — not Mrs. John. 

IV. It is recommended that the Application be placed in the hands 
of some person who will use great discretion in the selection of those who are 
to form the Charter membership of the Corps. Women of character, ability, 
patriotism and self-sacrifice are needed to insure the prosperity of the Corps. 

Loyal women having no ties of kindred to the veteran are especially welcomed 
to our ranks. 

V. The admission fee, which must be paid the day the Corps is in- 
stituted, is one dollar and fifty cents. This includes the price of badge. 

VI. The cost of supplies for a Corps of twenty-five members is about 
S25.00. 

VII. The anmud dites assessed each member is determined by vote of 
the Corps after formation. The average sum in this Department is about one 
dollar per year. 

VIII. The per capita tax paid to this Department is ten cents for each 
member per quarter. 
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IX. After signatures are obtained, application for Charter forwarded 
to Headquarters and approved, a meeting of the members should be caUed, 
Rules and Regulations read and all necessary instruction given. Make a pre- 
liminary selection of officers (see Rules and number and rank), and use great 
care to select women of ability and fitness for each office as far as possible. 

X. After date of institution is arranged with Department Head- 
quarters, notify all those who have signed and appoint an early hour for the 
meeting, not later than 2 o'clock p.m., as considerable time is required for in- 
struction in the work. 

Public installations of the officers in the evening are recommended, as they 
give the members of the Post and friends of the Corps an opportunity to witness 
the work, impart information and create an interest in the organization.
